GREETINGS 


I wish to thank all of you for the fine orders received last season and for the 
many nice letters. 


Last season was wonderful except for one major incident. On March 30th 
our warehouse was completely destroyed by fire including our trays, bulbs, office, 
mailing list, sprinkling system, tools and lots of things we had stored for our 
new home we are building. We had several hundred orders on hand as yet 
unfilled and all records of these were lost — What a mess. Mr. Salbach was kind 
enough to fill my later orders as best he could. I had to wait until all of my other 
customers complained about not getting their bulbs before I could refund any 
money or have Mr. Salbach fill the orders. With two or three exceptions, everyone 
was very nice about it. We found we had many really good down to earth friends, 
too. I hope I never have to write so many letters again in 10 years as I had to 
write to get everyone taken care of. We did get two or three letters that were so 
hot the postoffice had to deliver them between dry ice. You can’t blame anyone 
for that, they send in their money and wait home visualizing a glad garden with 
all of them 6 feet tall and 15 blooms open per spike, and then wait and wait and 
wait and no bulbs arrive. The weather is perfect for planting, etc. 


Mr. Salbach had to make lots of substitutions as his stock was quite a bit 
different from mine. So, if any of you are not completely satisfied with the 
varieties you received as substitutes, please let me know and we can still do 
something about it. 


It is my desire to have my customers have a better glad garden than any 
one else’s in the neighborhood. I am anxious to get your neighbor’s name on my 
mailing list, too. 


Our greatest effort is put forth in obtaining for you the best varieties in every 
color class. You can buy any variety listed and be assured that it is one of the 
very top varieties in its particular characteristic and color class, taking price into 
consideration also. I wouldn’t think of listing Black Opal if Mrs. R. G. Erry was 
down to 2 for 25 cents, or of listing Myrna Fay if it wasn’t the earliest lavender 
to bloom, etc. Every variety listed is good — Some are better than others. 

During the past five years I have exhibited glads to more than 5 million 
people. Because of the fire this year I missed the Sonoma County Fair and 
the California State Fair. 

Smokies are in demand above all others 3 or 4 to one — Next comes glads 
with huge florets — Then blotched varieties and deep colors. Then purple, blues 
and lavenders. Trailing in demand are the salmon, white, pink and yellow colors. 
A beautiful, well grown spike with 12 florets open of Spic & Span will not 
receive half as much attention as a poorly grown Vagabond Prince with 3 florets 
open. For this reason we have listed about 20 smoky and odd colored varieties 
for you to choose from. My list contains the greatest range of colors and color 
combinations I have ever had. With one or two exceptions each variety is 
distinctly different. 


PRICES 


Horticulture costs have gone up — paper, printing, cartons, postage, labor, etc. 
have all gone up, yet my base price 3 for 25 cents for large bulbs is the same 
as it was 5 years ago. In order to maintain these same low prices we have 
eliminated pictures from our catalog this year. As our mailing list was destroyed 
in our fire we are printing several thousand less catalogs this season. You can 
help us build it back by sending in names of people who you know would be 
interested in having a real good glad garden. 


SIZE OF BULBS TO BUY 


Large bulbs will give the largest flowers, that is large, young bulbs like we 
send out. However medium bulbs will give you flowers much larger than medium 
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and here you will get more for your money considering everything. Small bulbs 
will nearly all bloom but usually rather short and later in the season. However, 
they will grow to large bulbs in one season and next year you wil be ahead because 
you will have more bulbs for the same money. Don’t ask me to decide which 
size you should buy. 


OPPORTUNITIES 


Is your local florist able to buy plenty of up-to-date flowers locally or does 
he have to have them shipped in? Do you live on a well traveled road where 
you could sell flowers roadside? Do you have a small plot of ground that you 
could put in glads for an additional income? If you have some ground and plenty 
of water you should be able to make some extra money. It takes a little investment, 
a little land and a lot of initiative to start out. If you haven’t all three, forget the 
whole thing. 


Here are the possibilities on a plot of ground 50 x 100 feet. For cut flowers 
number 3 bulbs work out best. You get good flowers and the bulbs grow to a 
jumbo giving you an increase in value at both ends. 


Make 24 rows 2 feet apart and 90 feet long. Plant your bulbs about 6 to the 
foot for commercial growing. This will require approximately 13,000 bulbs. At 
an average selling price of 75 cents a dozen you: would have over $750 return 
on cut flowers and your bulbs should increase in value over $5 per 1,000 giving 
you over $60 in value. You have to consider your time, spray, water and land 
value out of this however. Also, you might not be able to sell all of the flowers 
if you get the wrong varieties or if you aren’t on your toes. Don’t start out with 
too expensive varieties. Don’t get too many varieties for florist use. They like 
to have an even dozen of a kind. Roadside is different — the more varieties and 
the odder the colors the better. 


For florist trade have about 35% white, 20% pink and salmon, 10% yellow, 
15% red, 10% cream, 10% lavender. This is just a rough estimate. Some florists 
are different than others. A few like dark colors and smokies, but to start out 
omit these. Don’t plant all at once as a florist doesn’t like to have you start and 
then quit in a few weeks. When your glads first come out take a half dozen spikes 
to your florist and show him what you have. Don’t wait until they are ready and 
go down because he might be all stocked up. Pick when they have just one or 
two florets open. 


CULTURE DIRECTIONS 


When thrips get on glads people blame the weather, the bulbs and even me. 
Thrip free bulbs don’t mean thrip free glads. Thrips seem to be everywhere. When 
the weather warms up they come out, multiply by the thousand and start in on 
the glads. ALWAYS WHEN THE PLANTS MAKE GOOD GROWTH AND THEN 
THE BUDS DRY UP — IT IS THRIPS. Glads can stand temperatures up to 105 
degrees if you give them lots of water. : 


Having thrips is just carelessness as a good spraying or dusting of 5% DDT 
every two weeks will take care of them. 


TIME TO PLANT 
Early spring is best but anytime after that up until about 90 days before you 
expect the first frost. Start planting when the buds start swelling on fruit trees. 
Make successive plantings every three weeks for continued blooms. In the south 
you can start planting early in February and continue until the first of August. 


PLANTING 


Make a dip using one teaspoon Lysol to a quart of water. Soak your bulbs 
for 3 hours and let drain and plant. New Improved Ceresan is better, but hard to 
use on a small scale. It’s better for commercial growers. 


We have found Natriphene a wonderful product for absolutely the best results. 
Dissolve 1 Natriphene tablet in 2% gallons of water — Soak your bulbs for 48 
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hours to 2 weeks. The longer the better. Natriphene is an effective fungieiie that 
absolutely kills bulb diseases on a 2 weeks soak. The bulb absorbs the solution 
and kills the disease from the inside out. We use it. 

Natriphene tablets 10 cents each, 3 for 25 cents with bulb order only. Fine for 
rose mildew and damping off. 

Be sure to dip your bulbs in something. If you don’t and they don’t come 
up good, don’t write to me about it. 

After you dip your bulbs make holes or furrows approximately 4 inches deep. 
Plant from 2 to 6 inches apart. Make rows 24 to 30 inches apart. 


Plant in full sun if possible. Glads do equally well in clay or sand. 


FERTILIZER 
WE DON’T USE ANY. If you insist on using fertilizer use it lightly as a side 
dressing after the glads get their third leaf and maybe again when the flower 
spikes start, but WE DON’T. 


ALKALINE SOIL 
Glads prefer soil on the acid side. If your soil is alkaline use approximately 
4 pounds of sulphur per 100 square feet of soil. Rake it in the top of the soil after 
planting. Do not spade it in. Keep it wet. 


WATERING AND CULTIVATING 
Water a lot. Glads like lots of water and good drainage. For sandy soil, water 
every three days — Every day if it gets over 100 degrees hot, real heavy soil every 
10 days. Give a good soaking each time. 2 


CUTTING BLOOMS 
When cutting your glads be sure to leave at least 4 leaves on the plant. Without 
the leaves a new bulb cannot be aie You can pick your glads anytime after 
the first floret is ready to open. 


DIGGING 


You do not have to wait until the leaves get dry to dig. You can dig SIX 
weeks after they finish blooming. 


STORING BULBS 


After your bulbs are dug let them dry for two to four weeks depending on 
the temperature. Do not dry in the sun if the temperature goes over 85 degrees. 
In about three weeks clean off the roots and the old bulb. Separate the bulblets. 
Dust with 5% DDT and store them where they will keep dry — the drier the better. 
Do not put them over 2% inches deep in boxes though. 


BULBLETS 


Plant bulblets. about 25 to the foot and two inches deep. Plant early, give 
them lots of water. Many will bloom the first year. It’s surprising. For good results 
soak bulblets two weeks in Natriphene. 


ORDERING BULBLETS 


Because of our fire we won’t have bulblets of all varieties this season. If you 
wish bulblets send 25 cents or more per variety and we will do our best to supply 
them. On most varieties we give too many to bother to count them. On more 
expensive varieties bulblets sell for approximately one-tenth the price of large 
bulbs. On cheaper varieties you might get over 50 for 25 cents. 


BULB SIZES 
Large bulbs are 1%4 inches and up in diameter. Medium bulbs are %4 to 1% 
inches — mostly over 1 inch. Small are under %4 inch in diameter. Bulblet sizes 


vary with the variety. 
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GARDEN CLUBS 


Many garden clubs sweeten their treasury by buying bulbs from the wholesale 
list and re-selling them to club members at retail price and putting the profit in 
their treasury. Your garden club shouldn’t let this opportunity pass. I have a soft 
spot in my heart for garden clubs because they do a great deal to keep their 
members up with the world. I just can’t help giving garden clubs quite a bit of 
overcount. 


PLEASE READ BEFORE ORDERING 


On retail orders of $2.50 or more we pay the postage. On orders of less than 
$2.50 please add _15 cents to help cover postage, etc. You can send $1 with your 
order and the balance C.O.D. on these we put in extra bulbs because you pay the 
postage plus C.O.D. fee plus a money order fee. You will be ahead sending full 
remittance with your order. 


We ship Christmas orders in December. We start shipping others in January 
or if you live where it gets cold we will start shipping when danger of freezing is 
over. 


ORDER EARLY 


Every year we run out of many varieties. The earlier you order the more 
likely you are apt to get every variety you order. 


SECOND CHOICE 
It is advisable for you to make a few second choices just in case we are out 
of something. Whenever we substitute we give extra value. We want you to be 
satisfied. It is your garden that will put your neighbor on our mailing list. 


DAYS TO BLOOM 

This is only approximate. Early planted glads take longer to bloom. Those 
marked VE bloom in less than 75 days usually. Those marked E from 75-80 days 
more or less, those marked M from 80-90 days and L is over 90 days unless planted 
very late in the season. Don’t try to hit Aunt Minnie’s birthday by the above timing. 
If the weather is cool there won’t be a one in bloom by then; if it’s hot they 
may all be about over. Make one planting 2 weeks ahead of when you should, 
one when you should and one 2 weeks after. Unless Aunt Minnie’s birthday comes 
out of season for glads, then you can hit it. 


GUARANTEE 


A guarantee is sort of like an insurance policy — it is only as good as the 
company behind it. Our guarantee is based on the Golden Rule — If you plant your 
bulbs in a lot of manure then the dog digs them up and breaks off the sprout, then you 
plant them again, don’t water them and then let the thrips eat what’s left, please 
don’t ask us to replace over half of them. Don’t fertilize your glads when you 
plant, they will probably die if you do. Go easy on manure. 


NOTE — The number following the variety name is the North American 
Gladiolus Council’s classification number to be used when you exhibit in glad shows 
so you will be sure to get your glad in the right class. 


GLADS CHANGING COLOR 
They don’t except perhaps one out of 250,000. Some glads are more vigerous 
than others and multiply faster. Some make larger and better looking bulbs. If 
you just save your better looking bulbs and your more vigorous ones you will soon 
have only one or two varieties left. 


BULB QUALITY 


Always buy young bulbs regardless of size. A young bulb is almost as thick 
as it is wide and has a small basal scar less than % inch across. WE ONLY SELL 
YOUNG BULBS OF TOP QUALITY.

We recommend size number 3 bulb which is 1 to 1% inches in diameter for 
cut flowers. This size costs less with less shipping expense, makes very satisfactory 
flowers and will give you a number 1 or jumbo bulb to either sell or plant next 
season. However, number 1 bulbs will bloom two to three weeks earlier so they 
are recommended for your first planting to start your blooming season earlier. 
We recommend number 6 bulbs for planting to grow your own bulbs for the 
following year. Most of these will bloom and make salable cut flowers. They 
usually bloom six to eight weeks later than number 1 bulbs. Plant number 6 
bulbs approximately one inch apart.
